WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 
administration is uneasy about a lack 
of Soviet restraint in the new Middle 
Fast war, but U.S. officials are not yet 
willing to publicly charge Moscow with 
irresponsibility. 
The concern over Soviet attitudes is 
limited at this time to what the 
Russians are saying.

WASHINGTON - In the 40 years that 
I have been covering national politics I 
have never known anything quite like 
the cynicism about the political process 
prevailing today. 
Indeed, cynicism is an inadequate 
word, since most Americans have long 
looked cynically on the politics of who 
gets what and why. 
Hostility more nearly expresses the 
mood that seems to bt1 nationwide 
Extending from top to bottom 
of the 
political structure, it is quite impartial 
as regards parties and persons. The 
opprobrium falls with few exceptions 
on officeholders of whatever stripe, 
with judges coming in for exceptionally 
bitter denunciation. 
The reasons are. of course, not hard 
to find. Watergate is one — the orgy of 
lying, 
deceit, intrigue 
held up for 
public 
view 
to 
a 
vast 
television 
audience. And. incidentally, the large 
crocodile tears shed by conservative 
Republicans over what they say is the 
public revulsion against the Ervin 
Committee miss the point. 
The public is fed up not with the 
surfeit of evidence 
but 
out 
of 
frustration that 
nothing is done to 
punish the malefactors and take 
measures to insure that the same 
abuses cannot recur. This was the word 
brought back by discerning members 
of 
Congress 
following 
the 
August 
recess. 


T H E 
A G N EW 
A F F A IR , 
com­ 
pounding President Nixon’s own 
confrontation with the courts and the 
Congress, is another reason. Both the 
President and the Vice President seem 
to be saying that they are above the 
law and intend by one means or another 


to stay out ol reach. 
Here the media have much to answer 
tor. A succession ot leaks from sources 
still unidentifiable have undermined 
Agnew’s position, and one result could 
be to make a fair trial by an impartial 
jury impossible 
Agnew has strong 
grounds for complaint and this is one 
reason 
for 
the sympathy 
he 
has 
generated, with a defense fund that 
could be substantial. 
The system of leaks, including even 
leaks of secret grand jury transcripts, 
has its pernicious aspect. As was shown 
during the Watergate hearings, White 
House power brokers from time to time 
planted leaks as rewards to reporters 
and commentators who might thereby 
respond with praise for the leakers. 
Those friendly adjectives — able, 
hard-working, 
conscientious 
— 
dropped in judiciously were the 
reward. 
IN ANOTHER WAY, too. the media 
bear a responsibility. That is in having 
built up the men in the seats of power 
subsequently brought low. When thev 
were riding high the Haldemans, the 
Ehrlichmans. Mitchell, 
Kleindienst. 
even Maurice Stans were too often 
treated as though they had 
been 
anointed by some divine authority to 
rule the nation. Therefore, when they 
were brought down the disillusion was 
all the greater. 
For all this, however, if it had not 
been for the media, and in particular 
for the Washington Post, the cover-up 
might have worked. Having perforce to 
rely on anonymous sources, the Post’s 
investigative team of Carl Bernstein 
and Bob Woodward blew’ the Watergate 
story out of the water despite repeated 
denials from the White House. 


The way was opened not only to the 
hearings but to other cover ups such as 
the ITT antitrust case. This last may 
prove, as it is prosecuted, to be the 
most damaging of all the scandals 
What then for the future? Whatever it 
may spell for the next election, the 
Ugliness of the present mood is un 
deniable 
A 
vote of no-confidence 
brought against officeholders and 
office seekers, from President down to 
county judge, 
must be profoundly 
disturbing for the future of a free 
government. 


WHEN HE W AS asked at the second 
press conference after the four-month 
interval of silence what could be done 
to restore confidence in his leadership, 
which was another way of restoring 
confidence 
in 
government, 
the 


President relied with the element of 
self pity that concerns observers who. 
like the White House regulars, follow at 
firsthand his state of mind. 
He spoke of how night after night he 


had been subjected on television in 
prime time to innuendo, leaks and the 
“ leers and sneers’’ of commentators. 
He went on to say that confidence 
would be restored by the President not 
allowing his own confidence to be 
destroyed. But he concluded with 
following: 
“ What the President 
says will 
restore it and what you ladies 
gentlemen say will certainly 
restore it.” 
That leaves somewhere in the 
stratosphere the question of how 
confidence is to be restored 
and 
confidence not alone in the highest 
elective office but in the lowliest office 
down to county judge and sheriff.

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NEW YO RK (A P) — 
Everybody 
learns at least two languages in his life, 
whether he realizes it or not. 
And if he picks up a foreign language, 
too, that makes three. 
The first language anyone usually 
learns is the language the people speak 
where he spends his childhood. Here 
the native language, of course is 
American, an offshoot largely of the 
English language. 
The child learns American 
here 
because he needs a language in which 
to say what he is thinking. As he grows 
older and less truthful, however, he 
finds he needs a second language in 
which he can say something — but not 
at all what he is really thinking. 
Slowly picking his way, often by 
himself, he evolves that necessary 
second language — double talk. This is 
usually a mirror image of his native 
language. 
Thus if you were born in New York, 
you’d learn American double talk, in 
Paris, French double talk; in Minsk, 
Russian double talk. 
So, while its accent may be national 
or even provincial, double talk is in­ 
ternational, for the need for it arises 
wherever 
hypocrisy 
exists, 
and 
hypocrisy, common sense tells us, ex­ 
ists in every land containing human 
beings more than 4 years old. 
The more skillful you become at this 
second language —- double talk — the 
abler you should be at getting what you 
want from human society. So it will pay 
you learn it early and study it well ail 
your life long. 
For the benefit of the beginner, here 
are a few common examples of double 
talk. In each case, the double talk used 
by the speaker is in quotes, followed by 
what he really was thinking: 
“ I ’d rather be right than president of 
this corporation." — Anyway, as senior 
vice president I ’ll probably live longer. 
" I have just begun to fight.” — If we 
don’t start winning soon, we d better 
start getting this ship to hell out of here. 
"England expects every man to do 
his duty." Otherwise, it’ll be a long 
sw im home for him — or 20 years in the 
brig without grog.

A U.S. District 
Court in Nashville recently turned 
down the hearings request. 
Ray, who is serving a 99-year sen­ 
tence for the April 4, 1968, murder of 
the civil rights leader, has spent the 
past 14 months in “ a concrete tomb,” 
Fensterwald said. 
“ That doesn t have anything to do 
with the issue,” said Judge Anthony 
Celebrezze. 
Fensterwald argued that Ray must 
be permitted better conditions in order 
to help explain the “ omissions” and 
“ irregularities” that occurred at his 
trial.

Let us hope this 
happens. 


T he series is set in a small town near 
the Rockies, although ifs producers 
say it was filmed in the community of 
Mount Pinos in California’s rugged Los 
Padres National Forest near Santa 
Barbara. 
No matter. The view is almost as 
good and more than makes up for the 
hack plot of tonight’! “ Doc Elliot,’’ in 
which the good doctor helps a young 
woman blinded by cataracts since the 
age of six. 
The woman is portrayed by Meredith 
Baxter. Last season, she was married 
to a handsome New York cabdriver* 
playright in “ Bridget Loves Bernie.” 
This time, she’s married to an ugly, 
bewhiskered, reclusive and dirt-poor 
farmer who tends to shoot at anyone 
who intrudes on his life. 
The serious intruding starts after he 
fires two barrels of birdshot into the aft 
section of a trespassing hunter. The 
hunter’s companions put a .22-caliber 
slug through the farmer’s leg.

truck, goes to treat him, meets his

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — If Issue 
One fails to pass in the November 
election, it will drive up taxes on far­ 
mlands to such an extent it will no 
longer he possible to farm them, Seth 
Taft said Tuesday, 


Taft, a Cuyahoga County com­ 
missioner and chairman of Citizens to 
Save Open Space, said a 50 per cent 
lump in farmland value and taxes are 
both in prospect if the issue fails. 
Issue ( )ne would allow farmland to he 
taxed on the basis of its use rather than 
market value, which the Ohio Supreme 
Court said they must be based. 


Taft said the Supreme Court decision 
couldn't have come af a worse time. He 
said land speculators are driving up the 
price the market value -of Ohio farm 
land. 


Taft, at a news,conference and later 
at a rally of farm women, said most 
farmers are confronted with one huge 
tax increase after another if the issue 
fails, 
“ Not only will their land be taxed at 
its speculative value,” he said, “ but the 
valuations are to be adjusted annually 
to reflect market changes, one far­ 
mer’s selling price setting another 
farmer’s tax rate.” 
Taft said the only opponent of Issue 
One was “ ignorance and apathy.” 
A poll showed, he said, that only one 
city person out of nine knew that Issue 
One was about.

Declarer ruffed and played a 
heart to the king Then he led a heart 
back, finessing the jack and losing to 
the queen, He lost a spade finesse later 
on and went down one. 
South was indeed unlucky to lose two 
finesses, but even so the fact remains 
that he should have made the slam. He 
missed his cue at trick three when he 
played the low trump from dummy and 
Esst procued the ten 
South should have been willing to 
assume that East had played the ten 
from an original holding of either Q-10- 
x, 10-x or possibly 10-x-x. It was in­ 
conceivable that East would play the 
ten from a holding of Q-10-x-x. 
It could therefore be reasoned that 
the trumps were bound to be divided 3-2 
and that the location of the queen was a 
matter of only academic interest. 
Declarer should have gone up with 
the ace at trick three with the IOO per 
cent assurance that this play would 
bring home the contract. 
In the actual hand, the queen would 
not have fallen on the ace but South 
would eventually have discarded the Q- 
J-9-5 of spades from dummy on his 
clubs. 
His only loser would have been a 
trump trick and he would have made 
the slam without running the risk of a 
spade finesse.

W hat C a uses Sw o lle n Feet 


My feet become swollen at the end of 
the day. When I rest and wake up in the 
morning, the swelling is gone.

necessarily the reason in your case. 
Swelling, or edema, simply means 
that there is some interference with the 
proper circulation of blood. Some 
people develop swelling by standing on 
their feet for long periods of time. When 
they are at rest, with the feet elevated, 
the swelling disappears. 
Now it is true that there are defects of 
the kidney, the heart, the lungs, and the 
circulatory system 
that can 
be 
responsible for swelling. 
Many tests are available by which 
the circulation can be studied. Kidney 
function tests, with special dyes, can 
readily establish the proper functioning 


of the kidneys. Even though the 
chances are great that you do not have 
any reason for concern you will benefit 
from the knowledge that here is no 
reason for concern about the sweeling 
you describe.

WASHINGTON — In the 40 years that 
I have been covering national politics I 
have never known anything quite like 
the cynicism about the political process 
prevailing today. 
Indeed, cynicism is an inadequate 
word, since most Americans have long 
looked cynically on the politics of who 
gets what and why. 
Hostility more nearly expresses the 
mood that seems to be nationwide. 
Extending from top to bottom 
of the 
political structure, it is quite impartial 
as regards parties and persons. The 
opprobrium falls with few exceptions 
on officeholders of whatever stripe, 
with judges coming in for exceptionally 
bitter denunciation. 
The reasons are. of course, not hard 
to find. Watergate is one — the orgy of 
lying, 
deceit, intrigue 
held up for 
public 
view 
to 
a 
vast 
television 
audience. And, incidentally, the large 
crocodile tears shed by conservative 
Republicans over what they say is the 
public revulsion against the Ervin 
Committee miss the point. 
The public is fed up not with the 
surfeit 
of 
evidence 
but 
out 
of 
frustration that 
nothing is done to 
punish the m a lefacto rs and take 
measures to insure that the same 
abuses cannot recur. This was the word 
brought back by discerning members 
of Congress 
following 
the 
August 
recess.

AGNEW

N ixon’s own 
confrontation with the courts and the 
Congress, is another reason. Both the 
President and the Vice President seem 
to be saying that they are above the 
law and intend by one means or another 


to stay out of reach. 
Here the media have much to answer 
for. A succession of leaks from sources 
still unidentifiable have undermined 
Agnew’s position, and one result could 
be to make a fair trial by an impartial 
jury impossible. Agnew- has strong 
grounds for complaint and this is one 
reason 
for 
the sympathy 
he 
has 
generated, with a defense fund that 
could be substantial. 
The system of leaks, including even 
leaks of secret grand jury transcripts, 
has its pernicious aspect. As was shown 
during the Watergate hearings, White 
House power brokers from time to time 
planted leaks as rewards to reporters 
and commentators who might thereby 
respond with praise for the leakers. 
Those friendly adjectives — able, 
hard-w orking, 
conscientious 
— 
dropped 
in judiciously w ere the 
reward, 
IN ANOTHER WAY, too, the media 
bear a responsibility. That is in having 
built up the men in the seats of power 
subsequently brought low. When they 
were riding high the Haldemans, the 
Ehrlichmans, 
Mitchell, 
Kleindienst, 
even Maurice Stans were too often 
treated 
as though 
they had 
been 
anointed by some divine authority to 
rule the nation. Therefore, when they 
were brought down the disillusion was 
all the greater. 
For all this, however, if it had not 
been for the media, and in particular 
for the Washington Post, the cover-up 
might have worked. Having perforce to 
rely on anonymous sources, the Post’s 
investigative team of Carl Bernstein 
and Bob Woodward blew- the Watergate 
story out of the water despite repeated 
denials from the White House. 


The way was opened not only to the 
hearings but to other cover-ups such as 
the ITT antitrust case. This last may 
prove, as it is prosecuted, to be the 
most damaging of all the scandals. 
What then for the future? Whatever it 
may spell for the next election, the 
ugliness of the present mood is un­ 
deniable. 
A 
vote 
of no-confidence 
brought against officeholders and 
office seekers, from President down to 
county judge, 
must be profoundly 
disturbing for the future of a free 
government. 


WHEN HE WAS asked at the second 
press conference after the four-month 
interval of silence what could be done 
to restore confidence in his leadership, 
which was another way of restoring 
confidence 
in 
governm ent, 
the 
President relied with the element of 
self-pity that concerns observers who, 
like the White House regulars, follow at 
firsthand his state of mind. 
He spoke of how night after night he 
had been subjected on television in 
prime time to innuendo, leaks and the 
“leers and sneers” of commentators. 
He went on to say that confidence 
would be restored by the President not 
allowing his own confidence to be 
destroyed. But he concluded with the 
following: 
“What the President 
says will not 
restore it and what you ladies and 
gentlem en say will certainly not 
restore it.” 
That leaves som ew here in the 
strato sp h ere the question of how- 
confidence is to be restored — and 
confidence not alone in the highest 
elective office but in the lowliest office 
down to county judge and sheriff.

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Time for double talk drill 


NEW YORK (AP) — Everybody 
learns at least two languages in his life, 
whether he realizes it or not. 
And if he picks up a foreign language, 
too, that makes three. 
The first language anyone usually 
learns is the language the people speak 
where he spends his childhood. Here 
the native language, of course is 
American, an offshoot largely of the 
English language. 
The child learns American 
here 
because he needs a language in which 
to say what he is thinking. As he grows 
older and less truthful, however, he 
finds he needs a second language in 
which he can say something — but not 
at all what he is really thinking. 
Slowly picking his way, often by 
himself, he evolves that necessary 
second language — double talk. This is 
usually a mirror image of his native 
language. 
Thus if you were born in New York, 
you’d learn American double talk; in 
Paris, French double talk; in Minsk, 
Russian double talk. 
So, while its accent may be national 
or even provincial, doubie talk is in­ 
ternational, for the need for it arises 
w h e rev er 
hypocrisy 
exists, 
and 
hypocrisy, common sense tells us, ex­ 
ists in every land containing human 
beings more than 4 years old. 
The more skillful you become at this 
second language — double talk — the 
abler you should be at getting what you 
want from human society. So it will pay 
you learn it early and study it well all 
your life long. 
For the benefit of the beginner, here 
are a few common examples of double 
talk. In each case, the double talk used 
by the speaker is in quotes, followed by 
what he really was thinking: 
“ I’d rather be right than president of 
this corporation.” — Anyway, as senior 
vice president I’ll probably live longer. 
“ I have just begun to fight.” — If we 
don’t start winning soon, we’d better 
start getting this ship to hell out of here. 
“ England expects every man to do 
his duty.” Otherwise, it’ll be a long 
swim home for him — or 20 years in the 
brig without grog.

Court hears Ray bid for freedom 


C IN C IN N A T I, Ohio (A P ) — The 6th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals Tuesday 
took under advisement the latest bid 
for freedom by Jam es E a rl Ray, the 
convicted killer of Martin Luther King 
Jr. 
R a y ’s attorney said his client was 
“ brow beaten 
and 
bribed . . . 
and 
deprived of effective counsel all the 
way dow'n the line.” 
The three-judge panel heard almost 
an hour of arguments and questioned 
both sides in the appeal. 
R a y ’s lawyer, Bernard F'ensterwald 
Jr., contends Ray entered a guilty plea 
under faulty legal counsel. 
“ He felt he had no choice,” said 
F'ensterw ald. 
pressing 
for 
an 
evidentiary hearing. A U.S. District 
Court in Nashville recently 
turned 
down the hearings request. 
Ray, who is serving a 99-year sen­ 
tence for the April 4, 1968, murder of 
the civil rights leader, has spent the 
past 14 months in “ a concrete tomb,” 
F'ensterwald said. 
“ That doesn’t have anything to do 
with the issue,” said Judge Anthony 
Celebrezze. 
F'ensterwald argued that Ray must 
be permitted better conditions in order 
to help explain the “ omissions” and 
“ irregularities” that occurred at his 
trial. 
“ His mental and physical health will 
not be proper for him to defend him­ 
self,” said F'ensterwald.

NEW YORK (AP) — ABC-TV tonight 
rolls out “ Doc Elliot,” a once-a-month 
series starring Jam es Franciscus as a 
young physician who has fled the New 
York rat race for the rural life in 
Colorado. 
You should watch tonight’s show, if 
only for the scenery. It’s beautiful, 
relaxing and may spark demands that 
all large cities be torn down and forests 
grown in their place. Let us hope this 
happens. 
The series is set in a small town near 
the Rockies, although its producers 
say it was filmed in the community of 
Mount Pinos in California’s rugged Los 
Padres National Poorest near Santa 
Barbara. 
No m atter. The view is almost as 
good and more than makes up for the 
hack plot of tonight’s “ Doc Elliot,” in 
which the good doctor helps a young 
woman blinded by cataracts since the 
age of six. 
The woman is portrayed by Meredith 
Baxter. Last season, she was married 
to a handsome New' York cabdriver- 
playright in “ Bridget Loves Bernie.” 
This time, she’s married to an ugly, 
bewhiskered, reclusive and dirt-poor 
farm er who tends to shoot at anyone 
who intrudes on his life. 
The serious intruding starts after he 
fires two barrels of birdshot into the aft 
section of a trespassing hunter. The 
hunter’s companions put a .22-caliber 
slug through the farm er’s leg. 
Doc Elliot, who makes his rural 
house calls in a radio-equipped camper 
truck, goes to treat him, meets his 
sightless 
wife and 
in 
due 
course 
suspects that her eye cataracts aren’t 
permanent. 
He lures a friend, a big-city eye 
specialist, to the area on the pretext of 
fishing matters. It soon is decided that 
an operation may save her sight. 
The farm er grudgingly agrees to it. 
But when she leaves for the operation, 
he gets drunk, tears up the town saloon 
and confesses he fears losing her if she 


ever sees how really homely he is. 
“Ah’rn a warthawg, mister,” he 
blearily tells Doc Elliot. 
And Ah think this is plumb awful 
dialogue and there’s a lot of it in the 
show, even though the only country 
people who really talk this way are the 
poor script farm ers who work the 
Hollywood Hills. 
Miss Baxter, a good actress, seems to 
have the most trouble threading her 
way through the dialogue, but she 
performs as well as could be expected 
under the circumstances. 
Despite the script, the show has a 
nice feel to it, partly because of Noah 
Berry, who plays a justice of the peace 
and general store owner, and Neva 
Patterson, cast as the widow of a doctor 
whose practice has been taken over by 
Doc Elliot.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — If Issue 
One fails to pass in the November 
election, it will drive up taxes on far­ 
mlands to such an extent it will no 
longer he possible to farm them, Seth 
Taft said Tuesday. 


Taft, a Cuyahoga County com ­ 
missioner and chairman of Citizens to 
Save Open Space, said a 50 per cent 
jump in farmland value and taxes are 
both in prospect if the issue fails. 
Issue One would allow farmland to be 
taxed on the basis of its use rather than 
market value, which the Ohio Supreme 
Court said they must be based. 


Taft said the Supreme Court decision 
couldn’t have come at a worse time. He 
said land speculators are driving up the 
price the market value—of Ohio farm 
land. 


Taft, at a news,conference and later 
at a rally of farm women, said most 
farmers are confronted with one huge 
tax increase after another if the issue 
fails. 
“ Not only will their land be taxed at 
its speculative value,” he said, “ but the 
valuations are to be adjusted annually 
to reflect market changes, one far­ 
m er’s selling price setting another 
farm er’s tax rate.” 
Taft said the only opponent of Issue 
One was “ignorance and apathy.” 
A poll showed, he said, that only one 
city person out of nine knew that Issue 
One was about.

to the taxpayers is 
highly 
suspect.

is a classic example of how 
millions of taxpayers dollars can be 
wasted in unwise legislation based on 
the preposterous theory that throwing 
money at a problem w ill somehow 
make it go away. 
IF ENACTED, this legislation would 
mean that an estimated 1,000 local 
transit 
systems would 
look 
to the 
federal government for help. But under 
the allocation formula — 
which is 
based on population, and passenger 
and vehicular miles travelled 
only a 
handful of cities, in fact, would receive 
over 40 per cent of the funds each year. 
Besides 
this 
basic 
inequity, 
the 
greatest flaw of such a formula is that 
it has no relationship whatsoever to the 
efficiency of the operation

safeguards protecting the already over 
strained federal budget and virtually 
no assurances that the funds made 
available will encourage more efficient 
and improved operation of the systems 
being aided.

MOREOVER, the problems plaguing

The Suprem e Court said the doctors 
were employes as designated in the law 
that grants im m unity from liability 
conferred on em ployers.

Opening lead - king of diamonds. 
There is a right way of playing a 
hand, and a wrong way. Sometimes the 
right way is simple, yet easy to 
overlook. 
Consider this deal where West led a 


diamond. Declarer ruffed and played a 
heart to the king. Then he led a heart 
back, finessing the jack and losing to 
the queen. He lost a spade finesse later 
on and went down one. 
South was indeed unlucky to lose two 
finesses, but even so the fact remains 
that he should have made the slam. He 
missed his cue at trick three when he 
played the low trump from dummy and 
Esst procued the ten. 
South should have been willing to 
assume that East had played the ten 
from an original holding of either Q-10- 
x, 10-x or possibly 10-x-x. It was in­ 
conceivable that East would play the 
ten from a holding of Q-10-x-x. 
It could therefore be reasoned that 
the trumps were bound to be divided 3-2 
and that the location of the queen was a 
matter of only academic interest. 
Declarer should have gone up with 
the ace at trick three with the IOO per 
cent assurance that this play would 
bring home the contract. 
In the actual hand, the queen would 
not have fallen on the ace but South 
would eventually have discarded the Q- 
J-9-5 of spades from dummy on his 
clubs. 
His only loser would have been a 
trump trick and he would have made 
the slam without running the risk of a 
spade finesse.

W hat Causes Swollen Feet 


My feet become swollen at the end of 
the day. When I rest and wake up in the 
morning, the swelling is gone. I worry 
that I may have kidney trouble. Is there 
a way to study the cause of such 
swelling?

Swelling of the feet that occurs after 
long period of standing and disappears 
with rest, must be studied to determine 
its exact cause. 
The chances are great that chronic 
kidney disease, only one of the causes

necessarily the reason in your case. 
Swelling, or edema, simply means 
that there is some interference with the 
proper circulation of blood. 
Some 
people develop swelling by standing on 
their feet for long periods of time. When 
they are at rest, with the feet elevated, 
the swelling disappears. 
Now it is true that there are defects of 
the kidney, the heart, the lungs, and the 
circulatory system that can be 
responsible for swelling. 
Many tests are available by which 
the circulation can be studied. Kidney 
function tests, with special dyes, can 
readily establish the proper functioning 


of the 
kidneys.
